These are the guidelines for the written versions of papers to be presented 
at the 1995 TAPR meeting. Written versions submitted before the deadline 
will be published in a Proceedings to be distributed at the meeting. In 
following these guidelines, keep in mind that the Proceedings will be 
printed directly from the camera- ready copy you submit. The instructions 
which follow were taken with minor modifications from the ARRL guidelines 
for camera-ready copy. 


MEDIA 

Electronic submission is encouraged, but the paper should still be "camera 
ready" in MS Word or compatible form, following the guidelines provided 
below. Electronic copy can be sent to the Editor in floppy form by land 
mail, by e-mail, or by ftp, at one of the addresses given at the end of this 
document. If desired, graphic material can be sent by hard copy separate 
from the electronic copy. 


FORMAT 

Type your paper single-spaced like the text on this page. Leave at least a 
1-inch margin on all sides. Leave a blank line before and after paragraphs 
and paragraph titles. Use 10- to 12-pitch correspondence-quality type. If 
you must use a dot matrix printer, use a fresh black ribbon. Justified or 
unjustified text will be accepted. Use white correction fluid to correct 
mistakes. You may insert special symbols by hand using black ink, or use 
black press-on lettering. 


PAGE NUMBERS 
Do not type page numbers. These will be added later. 


TITLE BLOCK 

Center the title on the page, using solid bold faced capitals, as above. 
You may use more than one line, if you wish, but single space between lines 
in the title. Provide the names, and affiliations if any, of the author(s) 
below the title in normal type face. 


MAJOR TITLES 
Type major heading in upper case bold, if possible, or underline them. 
Indent the beginning of the text paragraphs 5 spaces. 


Subheadings 
Indent subheadings 5 spaces. Type in upper and lower case and underline 
them. Indent first line of text 10 spaces. 


ABBREVIATIONS 
Use standard abbreviations per the ARRL Abbreviations List. If you use 
non-standard abbreviations, please define them. 


ILLUSTRATIONS 
Drawings or photographs may be inserted in the text or all at the end of the 


paper. Number all of your figures, and refer to them in the text by number. 
Remember to leave a 1-inch margin to the edge of the page. Only line 
drawings can be accepted; no photographs please. Photographs may not be 
reproduced correctly if used. Be sure that all drawings are crisp and of 
high contrast. Type the caption below the figure. 


REFERENCES 

If needed, include references at the end. Each reference should include 
authorship, article title, and publication title. A reader should be able 
to retrieve the information independently, based on the citation you 
provide. 


SUBMITTING PAPERS 

What you submit will be what is printed. There will be no opportunity to 
modify it. When mailing papers, insert a cardboard stiffener to keep pages 
from being damaged. Do not crease. Don't forget to return the author's 
release form.

The deadline for the March 1995 production run is being extended until 
January 15th, 1995. It has come to our attention that many have thought 
that with the TAPR office being closed (i.e. not answering the phones) that 
no orders would be taken. To make sure we allow everyone who wants to get a 
DSP-93 kit in the March production we are changing the deadline to this 
later date. 


As a note, the cost of the kit with 9v wall transformer for countries that 
use 110V, 60Hz is $430. If you live in a country that can not use this 
supply, indicate that on the order. The cost without the wall transformer 
is $420 for those countries. 


Shipping and Handling is additional. Foreign orders should inquiry with the 
office concerning the shipping costs. 


Currently, we have 90+ orders placed for the March production. The 
production is scheduled for 150 units. As with the last order, money will 
be deposited on January 15th to cover the parts that arrive in the period 
before shipping.
